court dismissed on a demurrer of the

H. H. Wilson of Lincoln argued the
coge for Shumway, while Warrick's
sidle was represented by J. G. Moth-
ersead of Scottsblufl,

The bank charter application was
turned down by the state in April,
1019, partly on representations made
b{‘ Warrick and other remonstrators.
Shumway and his associates brought
suit to compel the banking bureau to
istue a charter, but failed to get a
court order to that effect.

Warrick's ecounsel contended that
even though his client had brought
char before the banking bureau
whicﬁ.werc false and known by him
to be false, he could not be held liable
for damages, under established ju-
dicial procedure.
